CLARIFYING THE LIQUOR ISSUE. 


The wets, as represented by the Association 
-Against the Prohibition Amendment, now have 
|a@.program. Their ultimate goal is the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment and State- 
controlled distribution of liquor as a substitute 
for Volsteadism. They will favor on the way 
to this objective any and all modifications of 
the enforcement acts. 

This announcement, following on the heels 
of the reorganization of the association with 
some of the Nation’s most prominent citizens 
on its directorate, serves to join the issue be- 


1 tween the friends and enemies of prohibition. 


The drys in the past have enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of knowing what they wanted done. 
The wets have been at a loss because, although 
they objected seriously to prohibition, they 
could not agree on ways and means of fighting 
the eighteenth amendment. 3 
The Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment can not be accused of vagueness. 
It has put forward an explicit declaration of 
policy. Despite the difficulties that stand in 
the way of the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment that ts the only way for the wets to 


attack the eighteenth amendment as an in- 
vasion by the Federal authority into a» field 


‘| where it has no rights and as a surrender on 


the part of the States of their police powers. 
Anything short of repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment is merely compromise with a 
situation that should he squarely faced, 
Having created an understandable and 
clear-cut issue the wets can now begin their 
campaign, The association intends to do this,

MARCONI’S RADIO BEAM. 


It was only a few years ago, comparatively, 
that William Marcon! gave to the world its 
first wireless, a toy device capable of func- 
tloning over a few miles: through a coherer 
and decoherer. Today the coherer is a mu- 
seum piece; and radio, functioning through 
tubes and valves, is carrying entertainment 
to remote places and messages to the far cor- 
ners of the earth. William Marconi stil] is 
pioneering. Many of the improvements that 
have served to make obsolete the first inven- 
tions have been his products. At the present 


| moment his attention is centered upon heam 


transmission, by which radio waves can’ be 
confined to a single directional channel, with 
commensurate saving of power. 

The beam system has been proved practical, 


Thus far, however, it has not been found pos- 
sible to direct the beams at will. A station 
erected to transmit over a beam between Lng- 
land and the United States, for example, can 
not be utilized to transmit between England 
and Japan. Mr. Marconi’s present interest 
is in the directional beam, a new type of 
station that has a reflector and an aeria} that 
can be turned around by a machine, as a 
searchlight is turned. Within a few days 
he will set sail upon his yacht Electra to ex- 
periment further with the new system. 

A system of directional beam transmission 
will be ‘valuable in two respects. - Primarily, 
by focusing radio impulses upon a single beam, 
® considerable amount of power can be con- 
served, and if a sending station can direct its 
beam at will to any other atation in the world, 
It eam operate on greatly reduced power, 
equally important is the fact that the beam 
la more secret than the waual type of iraus: 
mission, for it can he iatercepted only by 
Stations lying directly ip ite path. we sue:

® minister of the gospel should advocate a 
punishment that to many appears inhuman 
and brutal. However, Dr. Aked, asa minister, 
is more interested than the average individual, 
if such be possibile, in controlling crime atid be 
is ready to present records and statistics to 
pfove beyond doubt that the whipping post is 
an efficacious crime deterrent. 

A vast gulf separates flogging and the 
whipping post. The former is a product of 
mob violence. The iatter is an instrument by 
which organized . society, through the law, 
punishes certain classes of offenders. 

Dr. Aked cites instances reported by Judge 
Marcus Kavanaugh, of Chicago, who detailed 
in his recently published book on crime the 
result of an investigation of the use of the 
lash as punishment for crime. After the war, 
for instance, robbery became common in Lon- 
don and in 1920. parliament reinstated the 
cat-o'-nine tails. It took but five or six flog- 
gings to make robbery infrequent. in Dela- 
ware the legislature provided 40 lashes and

For well over a year the automotive in- 
dustry has been facing vomhpulsory mergers. 
independent manufacturers have not had easy 
sledding. Before the market had been ad- 
equately supplied any one who could build a 
reasonably good automobile could sell it. As 
the industry became systematized, competi- 
tion favored the vast corporations that were 
able to command cheap capital, and to build 
up nation-wide organizations. The independ- 
ents have been losing out. Their salvation lay 
in combination or in absorption by the giants. 

The Chrysler-Dodge merger is only a fore- 
runner of other combinations, but being early 
in the field {t probably will) become the out- 
standing competitor to General Motors. It is 
generally believed that the Chrysler-Dodge 
combination will become the nucleus around 
which a manufacturing-sales corporation will 
be created to handle a line of cars running 
throughout the entire price! scale. Officials 
concerned in |the merger do not admit that 
other units are to be added, but neither do 
they deny the report. | 

The Chrysler-Dodge Corporation immediate- 
ly assumes a place of prominence. Its assets 
and its production capacity make it third only 
to Genera! Motors and the Ford Co. Its com- 
bined products include cars selling for from 
$670 to $3,000 and more. In several price 
classes the Dodge and Chrysler lines duplicate 
one another, and it may be expected that a 
general realignment will take place, despite 
the fact that Walter Chrysler, who becomes 
chairman of the board of the new corporation. 
has announced that for the time being both 
Chrysler and Dodge will. retain their separate 
factories and sales organizations.

Signals Become Weak. 


Amateur radio operators in San 
Francisco intercepted a message in 
which the fliers estimated they were 
150 miles from the Wilhelmina. The 
direction from the liner was not given, 
however. The signals from the plane 
were becoming weaker and were dif- 
ficult to pick up in San Francisco. 

The Southern Cross at 1:45 m 
gave its position as 132 degrees west 
longitude and 32.45 degrees north lati- 
tude, which is approximately 600 miles 
from the mainland. This did not 
check with a message sent from the 
plane at 1:20 p. m., giving the position 
as 425 miles out. Between 1:20 p. m. 
and 1:45 p. m., the plane could: not 
fly 175 miles. 

At 1:30 p. m. Capt. Kingsford-Smith 
sent an optimistic message, reporting a 
speed of 75 miles an hour. The message 
read: 

“We are doing fine.

Oil temperature, 48 
grees, Oil pressure, 60 pounds.” 

At 12:10 p. m. the monoplane re- 
ported its position as approximately 
350 miles out from the Golden Gate 
and the message said the craft was 
“slightly off course.” No ships had 
been sighted by the fliers up to that 
time, they reported. 


Signals Not Picked Up. 

A phrase in the message which said 
“Tost beacon again,” was taken to 
mean that the airmen were unable to 
pick up the radio beam signals being 
flashed between Hawaii and the main- 


land as a navigational guide. 

With few preliminaries, the flight 
got under way from the municipal air- 
port this morning and the seven-ton 
monoplane flew out through the Gold- 
en Gate for Honolulu, the first goal] on 
the 7,788-mile flight to Australia.

Letter to Senator Simmons 
Gives Tennesseean 80 Per 
Cent of State Convention. 


(Associated Press.) 

Senator Simmons (Democrat), of 
North Carolina, yesterday made public 
a statement sent to him by Thomag D. 
Warren, former Democratic chairman of 
North Carolina, declaring that Repre- 
sentative Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, 
has “at least 80 per cent of the State 
convention vote,” as a result of his re- 
cent contest with Gov. Smith, in that 
State. 

“I make the positive assertion,” Mr. 
Warren’s statement to Senator Sim- 
mons read, “that there is not a doubt 
that the Hull and anti-Smith forces 
Hiave carried every congressional district 
in North Carolina with the possible ex- 
ception of the tenth.

Described by G. W, Lewis, 
Manager at Denver. 


LETTER. GIVING DETAILS, 
READ TO COMMISSION 


Theodore Grayson, University 
of Pennsylvania, Heard 
on His Lectures. 


(Associated Press.) 

A letter. indicating cooperation hbe- 
tween the University of Colorado and 
the Rocky Mountain committee on 
public utilities information in the 
teaching of “public utility economics” 
was introduced yesterday in the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission's investigation 
of power utilities, while George V. 
Lewis, of Denver, was testifying as 
executive manager of the committee, 

The letter was written by Lewis in 
February, 1926, as a repor: to John C. 
Parker, of Brooklyn, N. ¥., chairman of 
the cooperation with educational in- 
stitutions committee of the Joint 
Committee of National Utlilty Associ- 
ations. It told of an agreement with 
the university for joint financing of a 
fellowship for Hubert P. Wolfe, a 
Northwestern University graduate. The 
report said that Wolfe, at the time, 
was making “a survey of all textbooks 
used in the high schools of Colorado, 
to determine what inaccuracies exist 
with reference to public utility sub- 
jects.” 


Aided by Librarian, Claim. 


“In this work,” Lewis continued, “he 
has succeeded in obtaining the assis- 
tance of the university librarian. Mr. 
Wolfe also is assisting in the com- 
Dilation of a series of more than 100 
lessons comprising a correspondence 
course in public utility economics, re- 
cently launched by the University of 
Colorado through the cfforts of this 
committee. 

“Wwe now have 24 public utility com- 
pany executives as members of the 
university faculty, and Mr. Wolfe is 
collaborating with each in the prepara- 
tion of the nine major subjects 
covered,” : 

Testimony concerning the public 
utilities courses at the University of 
Pennsylvania also was introduced yes- 
terday, with Prof. Theodore J. Grayson 
outlining the genesis of those courses. 
He appeared as & voluritary witness to 
deny previous testimony relative to the 
courses. This done, he was examined 
by Robert E. Healy, the commission 
counsel, and said the joint committee 
of national utility associations had 
paid him $250 each for speeches he 
made in New Orleans, Richmond, Va., 
and Geneva, N. Y., in which he opposed 
Government ownership of utilities. 

Various checks paid by the Rocky 
Mountain committee to Wolfe were 
introduced, and Lewis explained that 
some were for “salary” and others to 
defray expenses of sending Wolfe to 
utility meetings. 


Three Accounts Cited. 


Te one was attached ea note dated 
October 31, 1927, and signed “HPW,” 
which said $57.65 “mares up the 
Broadmoor spree account.”

that the Heflin speeches and other 
similar State activities were merely a 
part of the o tion work to in- 
crease the klan membership. 

During his appearance in the crowd- 
ed committee room Heflin reiterated 
that he was personally bearing the 
brunt of @ battle to awaken the Amer- 
ican people to the activities of “the 
Roman Catholic political machine.” He 
repeated in substance the _ general 
charges of Catholic political activity 
he has made in the nate every day 
or two for several weeks past. 


Heflin Raises Laugh. 


When Hefiin mentioned “the Pope of 
Rome” the spectators laughed, and 
finally Senator Barkley (Democrat), 
Kentucky, presiding temporarily, 
pounded for order. 

“This is supposed to be a dignified 
proceeding, whether it is or not,” he 
said. 

After his tilt with the committee 
over his plans for the future, Heflin 
volunteered the statement that he 
would “watch it closely” and expected 


concerning 
plants. 

Duvall’s thesis was submitted, and In 
this the professor had said he surveyed

The amoun involved were 
small, and Lewis said ey principally 
represented expenses paid \so)that the 
professors might attend etings of 
utilities groups. 


Entertains Editorial Society. 


Lewis also testified that for three years 
his committee had entertained the Col- 
orado Editorial Society at a theater 
party during its annual Denver con- 
vention. 

W. C. Sterne, of the Municipal Prop- 
erties Investing Co., Denver, was named 
in the Lewis 1926 reports as having 
turned over to the Rocky Mountain 
committee Parker’s letter “requesting 
research covering public utility prob- 
lems.” 

Answering the query for information, 
Lewis wrote: “In launching our pro- 
gram we decided that t’e ber* results 
could be achieved through the estab- 
lishment of a fellowship. This medium, 
it was thought, offered a broad avenue 
for employing the facilities of a uni- 
versity, with all the dignity and pres- 
tige that such an institution enjoys. 

“All negotiations were conducted 
through this committee, which enjoys 
a splendid contact with, anc the con- 
fidence of, all the institutions of higher 
learning embraced ‘.1 our territory, 
Colorado, New Mexico cnd Wyoming.” 


Named for Fellowship. 


Wolfe was recommended for the fel- 
lowship by the university authorities, 
wrote Lewis, and the committee “closely 
scrutinized his credent.a’« and iIntel- 
lectual ‘ learnings.” The committee 
agreed at the outset, he went on, to 
“bear half the expense of the fellowship 
-~-$1,000 for the first y.ar, $1,100 for 
th. second and $1,200 for the third.” 
Lewis added that “this 
out of the committee income, derived 
from affiliated compani:s, chiefly in 
Colorado.” 

“Thus far,” he continued, “we have 
been engaged in imparting to Mr. Wolfe 
a practical utility viewpoint. *° * *° 
In fitting Mr. Wolfe for his work we 
held frequent ‘ound table talks, had 
him 
ings and arranged for him to attend 
our recent annual State convention.” 

Lewis said the work being done by 
Wolfe would “serve to demonstrate to 
us just where he can best be of serv- 
ice, in the event we determine to send 
him into something that, possibly, will 
be of even greater service to the utility 
industry and the puoiic,” adding: 
“Thus far, we are satisfied with the 
contact that we 
university, and the convincing evidence 
of that institution’s willingness to not 
only associate with us, but to lend such 
a full measure of cooperation.” 


Satisfied With Contact. 


“We believe,’’ Lewis reported in con- 
clusion, “that other institutions of 
higher education in this region will 
emulate the University of Colorado in 
this respect. 

“We are certain that we have é€s- 
tablished a contact that has set a 
precedent which other universities and 
colleges can follow without fear or fa- 
vor.

A complaint charging the Baltimore 
& Ohio Raliroad with violating the 
Clayton antitrust law by purchasing 
control of the Western Maryland Rall- 
way was issued yesterday by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

The railroad company was ordered 
to show cause on July 2 before the 
commission why it should not be re- 
quired to divest itself of all interest 
in the Western Maryland. 

The citation against the Baltimore 
& Ohio was the latest of a series which 
the commission has issued against 
various railroads. Previous action has 
been directed against the New York 
Central, Nikel Plate and Baltimore & 
Ohio on account of their acquisition of 


the Kansas City Southern because of 
its stock holdings in the St. 
Southwestern and the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas systems, 

The proceeding instituted yesterday 
against the Baltimore & Ohio charged 
that in February, 1927, that company 
had purchged 144,789 shares of first 
preferred stock, 159,050 shares of come 


ferred, all of the Western Maryland 
Railway, “without the approval and 
authorization of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and in violation of | 
the Clayton act.’ 

The action of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, the commission decision said, 
“may be to substantially lessen compe- 
tion and to restrain commerce.” It 
added that the Baltimore & Ohio also 
had arranged to purchase additional 
blocks of Western Maryland stock. 

None of the complaints charging 
antitrust law violations as yet has been | 
acted upon by the commission, and al! | 
of them are awaiting responses by the | 
railroads.

Accept Kellogg’s Invitation to 
Negotiate Treaty to 
Renounce War. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Irish Free State and New Zea- 
land have accepted Secretary Kellogg's 
invitation to participate in the nego- 
tlations and to become original signae 
tories of the proposed treaty for the 
renunciation of war. 

Secretary Kellogg made public the 
text of the two acceptances yesterday 
and announced that Canada’s reply 
had been handed to American Minister 
Phillips in Ottawa yesterday and would 
be made public here Saturday morn- 
ing. The Canadian reply also is un- 
derstood to be favorable. 

The Irish Free State, in its note hand- 
ed to Minister Sterling at Dublin Wed- 
nesday, said that Government “warmly 
welcomes the action of the United 
States Government in initiating this 
further advance toward the mainte- 
nance of general peace.” 

“They are in cordial agreement with 
general principles of the draft treaty,” 
the Free State reply continued, “which 
they confidently hope will insure the 
peaceful settlement of future interna- 
tional disputes. 

“The government of the Irish Free 
State will be glad therefore to partict- 
pate in, and to further by every possi- 
ble means, the negotiations which may 
be necessary for the conclusion of the 
pacts.” 

The New Zealand government, in its 
reply, said it had received with “warm 
appreciation the invitation addressed 
to New Zealand.” 

“His majesty’s government in New 
Zealand were presented the opportu- 
nity, in cooperation with his majesty’s 
governments in other parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire,” its answer declared, “of 
associating themselves with the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in this 
movement to add greater security to 
the peace of the world and they will 
be happy to share in any negotiations 
leading to the conclusion of the pro- 


posed treaty.”

TONTESTING DELEGATIONS. 


“Contests involving 73 seats in the Kansas 
City convention are to be heard by the Re- 
publican national committee, beginning Mon- 
day. Excepting two seats from Porto Rico, all 
of.the disputes have originated in the Southern 
States. This is generally the case. The diffi- 
culty of determining who shall speak for the 
Républican party centers as a rule below the 
Mason and Dixon line, where the party has 


the least strength. There are occasional con- 


tests from other States, but by and large where 
thé party is firmly established there is seldom 
any doubt as to the credentials of delegates. 

There are, of course, good reasons why the 
seating of delegates is of such importance in 
the Southern States, In the majority of in- 
stances the Republican party in the South has 
no othem{function. In a number of Southern 
States Republican candidatés are never offered 
for local offices. The party organization exists 
merely for national purposes. In the event of 
a Republican victory the successful leaders 
serve as patfOnage dispensers. Lacking the 
ability to settle their factional differences in 
eitler primary or election fights, the Southern 
Republicans carry their, troubles to the national] 
convention. 

In their appeal to the party as a whole the 
Republicans of the South are often given out- 
side assistance. The block of Southern -dele- 
gates constitutes no inconsiderable prize, Man- 
agers of presidential candidates have been 
known before this to lend the helping hand to 
contesting delegates, in the hope that the pre- 
tenders may unseat the reigning dynasty. It 
is nearly always found that when a contest 
comes to the national committee one slate of 
delegates is solid for one candidate, while the 
other is a unit for his rival. 

Adjudication of these contests is not an easy 
task. The question of party regularity is often 
befogged by a multitude of extraneous issues. 
The leaders of the party would be grateful, 
indeed, if they could establish some standard 
by which such cases could be judged. At pres- 
ent they form a prelude to the convention 
which only the successful contestants enjoy. 


FORESTRY RESEARCH. 


Nothing so ages a nation as denudation of 
its timberlands. Forests and the virility of a 
country go hand in hand. The process of de- 
pletion of forests is not necessarily a long one, 
nor are the effects long delayed. Without re- 
placement on the part of the Government and 
the States the United States would suffer the 
decay of great areas, such as is to be noted 


Jn the river valleys of China, the arid stretches 


of Syria and vast regions of Asia where one- 
time flourishing nations are now but a name. 


Intelligent human beings have not even yet 


fully gauged the significance of the fact that 
man is first an animal, with zoological classi- 
fication, before he is a builder of cities and 
states. Occasionally a note is sounded, sucb 
as that recently given forth by a professor in 
one of the English universities, that man can 
advance no further than his physical frame 
will permit unless he shall make good by con- 
serving society as a whole. Zoologically con- 
sidered, the race and not the superior’ indi- 
vidual, is what counts in the perpetuity of life. 
It may be disconcerting to have this proposi- 
tion placed athwart the claim that the best in 
civilization is the product of the intellectual 
few, but the truth must be faced. 

It is this physical basis of mankind that 
must be kept in mind by statesmen. In no 
direction is the warning more needed than in 
vespect to the perpetuation of forests.

It is proposed not only to 
bring about flood control, but to create power 
and provide irrigation. The problem, there- 
fore, is a threefold’ one, involving many diffi- 
culties.

technical questions involved. Its report will 
enable Congress to reach an intelligent de- 
cision. The sponsors of Boulder Dam would 
have made better progress if they had not tried 
to jam the project through Congress without 
giving time for an expert and impartial survey. 


CLARIFYING THE LIQUOR ISSUE. 


’ The wets, as represented by the Association 
-Against the Prohibition Amendment, now have 
a program. Their ultimate goal is the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment and State- 
controlled distribution of liquor as a substitute 
for Volsteadism. They will favor on the way 
to this objective any and all modifications of 
the enforcement acts. 

This announcement, following on the heels 
of the reorganization of the association with 
some of the Nation’s most prominent citizens 
on its directorate, serves to join the issue be- 
tween the friends and enemies of prohibition. 
The drys in the past have enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of knowing what they wanted done. 
The wets have been at a loss because, although 
they objected seriously to prohibition, they 
could not agree on ways and means of fighting 
the eighteenth amendment. 

The Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment can not be accused of vagueness. 
It has put forward an explicit declaration of 
policy. Despite the difficulties that stand in 
the way of the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment that is the only way for the wets to 
proceed. They are on good ground when they 
attack the eighteenth amendment as an in- 
vasion by the Federal authority into a field 
where it has no rights and as a surrender on 
the part of the States of their police powers. 
Anything short of repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment is merely compromise with a 
situation that should be squarely faced. 

Having created an understandable and 
clear-cut issue the wets can now begin their 
campaign. The association intends to do this. 
There are other indications that the movement 
will receive strong support. Recently Ida M. 
Tarbell announced her severance from the 
prohibition cause to which she had formerly 
subscribed. Miss Tarbell reported from her 
own observation that conditions under prohibi- 
tion were worse than prior to the enactment 
of the eighteenth amendment. The same con- 
viction is held by many persons who have had 
the opportunity to test the wisdom of the 
Nation’s experiment. They now have an or- 
ganization with which to fight as well as an 
issue of battle. The next few years ought to 
develop clearly on which side national senti- 
ment lies. 


MARCONI’S RADIO BEAM. 


It was only a few years ago, comparatively, 
that William Marconi gave to the world its 
first wireless, a toy device capable of func- 
tioning over a, few miles through a coherer 
and decoherer. Today the coherer is a mu- 
seum piece; and radio, functioning through 
tubes and valves, is carrying entertainment 
to remote places and messages to the far cor- 
ners of the earth. William Marconi stil] is 
pioneering. Many of the improvements that 
have served to make obsolete the first inven- 
tions have been his products. At the present 
moment his attention is centered upon heam 
transmission, by which radio waves can be 
confined to a single directional channel, with 
commensurate saving of power. 

The beam system has been proved practical, 
and stations utilizing it are already in service. 
Thus far, however, it has not been found pos- 
sible to’direct the beams at will. A station 
erected to transmit over a beam between Wng- 
land and the United States, for example, can 
not be utilized to transmit between England 
and Japan. Mr. Marconi’s present interest 
is in the directional beam, a new type of 
station that has a reflector and an aerial that 
can be turned around by a machine, as a 
searchlight is turned. Within a few days 
he will set sail upon his yacht Electra to ex- 
periment further with the new system. 

A system of directional beam transmission 
will be valuable in two respects. Primarily, 
by focusing radio impulses upon a single beam, 
a considerable amount of power can be con- 
served, and if a sending station can direct its 
beam at will to any other station in the world, 
it can operate on greatly reduced power. 
Equally important is the fact that the beam 
is more secret than the usual type of trans- 
mission, for it can be intercepted only by 
stations lying directly in its path. So suc- 
cessful has Mr. Marconi been thus far in 
improving radio, that it seems safe to predict 
that before long the directional beam tvans- 
mitter will have been perfected. 


THE LASH FOR BRUTES. 


Dr. C. F. Aked, prominent Los Angeles 
clergyman, advocates a return to the whipping 
post for the punishment of criminals. At first 
glance, particularly in view of the fact that 
a considerable sentiment has been created of 
late opposed to flogging, it seems strange that 
a minister Of the gospel should advocate a 
punishment that to many appears inhuman 
and brutal. However, Dr. Aked, as a minister, 
is more interested than the average individual, 
if such be possible, in controlling crime and he 
is ready to present records and statistics to 
prove beyond doubt that the whipping post is 
an efficacious crime deterrent. 

A vast gulf separates flogging and the 
whipping post. The former is a product of 
mob violence. The latter is an instrument by 
which organized society, through the law, 
punishes certain classes of offenders. 

Dr. Aked cites instances reported by Judge 
Marcus Kavanaugh, of Chicago, who detailed 
in his recently published book on crime the 
result of an investigation of the use of the 
lash as punishment for crime. After the war, 
for instance, robbery became common in Lon- 
don and in 1920 parliament reinstated the 
cat-o'-nine tails. It took but five or siz flog- 
gings to make robbery infrequent. in Dela- 
ware the legislature provided 40 lashes and

20 years’ imprisonment for robbers a few years 
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running the State disappeared. The chief of 
police of Windsor, Ont., speaking from 33 
years’ practical experience, declares that he is 
convinced thét corporal punishment is the 
greatest deterrent to crime. 

In this day of rampant crime it would be 
well to examine closely the entire question of 
corporal punishment. Apparently thé lash is 
the only corrective that the brutal crimina) 
fears and respects. One taste of it is usually 
enough to bring the most incorrigible brute to 
his senses.

MOTOR CAR RACING. 


The annual Memorial Day motor race at 
Indianapolis is the American speed classic. 
Other races are held at tracks throughout the 
country, but it is to Indianapolis that the 
speedway fans flock each year, and it is the 
winner of the Indianapolis grind that sweeps 
to the forefront among automobile racing 
drivers. This week’s event means a great deal 
to Lou Meyer, the 23-year-old winner, who 
piloted his tiny second-hand car around the 
2%e-mile brick oval at an average speed of 
99.48 miles an hour, 

The 29 cars that started the 500-mile grind 
presented few innovations. Eleven were of the 
front drive type and practically all were 
equipped with gasoline coolers and super- 
chargers. Neither the front drive, the gaso- 
line cooler nor the supercharger seems likely 
to be included in the equipment of stock cars 
in the immediate future, however, so that it 
is doubtful whether the innovations served to 
add to the fundamental knowledge of stock 
car designs. The cars themselves, as a matte 
of fact, were much smaller than conventional 
road cars, having but 91 cubic inches piston 
displacement, 
present trend, but for the time being there 
seems to be no possibility of adapting an engine 
of but"91 cubic inches’ piston displacement to 
road: service. . 

Nevertheless, a record was set for motors of 
this size. The Indianapolis track record, 101.13 
miles an hour, was set by Pete de Paolo in 1925 
with a motor of 122 cubic inches displacement, 
The time last year, with the same size motor 
that was used this year, was 97.45 miles an 
hour.

CHRYSLER-DODGE MERGER. 
For well over a year the automotive 


Independent manufacturers have not had easy 
sledding. Before the market had been ad- 
equately supplied any one who could bulld a 
reasonably good automobile could sell it. As 
the industry became systematized, competi- 
tion favored the vast corporations that were 
able to command cheap capital, and to build 
up nation-wide organizations. The independ- 
ents have been losing out. Their salvation lay 
in combination or in absorption by the giants. 

The Chrysler-Dodge merger is only a fore- 
runner of other combinations, but being early 
in the field it probably will become the out- 
standing competitor to General Motors, It is 
generally believed that the Chrysler-Dodge 
combination will become the nucleus around 
which a manufacturing-sales corporation will 
be created to handle a line of cars running 
throughout the entire price scale. Officials 
concerned in the merger do not admit that 
other units are to be added, but neither do 
they deny the report. 

The Chrysler-Dodge Corporation immediate- 
ly assumes a place of prominence, Its assets 
and its productlon capacity make it third only 
to General Motors and the Ford Co. Its com- 
bined products include cars selling for from 
$670 to $3,000 and more. In several! price 
classes the Dodge and Chrysler lines duplicate 
one another, and it may be expected that a 
general realignment will take place, despite 
the.fact that Walter Chrysler, who becomes 
chairman of the board of the new corporation, 
has announced that for the time being both 
Chrysler and Dodge will retain their separate 
factories and sales organizations. 

In the meantime it is ascertained that 
Jordan and Pierce-Arrow are conducting mer- 
ger negotiations. Such a combination would 
create another wealthy company producing 
cars ranging in price from around $1,200 to 
$6,000 and over. Various other companies are 
reported to -be negotiating mergers. The 
Packard Co., for example, is reported to be 
seeking the acquisition of Reo as a means of 
entering the popular price field. 

Better and cheaper cars will be the result 
of these consolidations. In the process of 
creating industria) giants the independents will 
not be completely frozen out, for there always 
will be buyers willing to pay for individuality 
and distinction that the mass producer can not 
give. But the bulk of the population is best 
gerved by standard automobiles that can’ be 
obtained at reasonable prices, and it is this 
field that will be dominated by great corpora- 
tions having facilities for mass production.

W. W. EVERETT TO SPEAK 


Relying on public confidence in 44 
years of continuous service as the only 


social service agency conducted by the 
combined Protestant churches of Wash- 
ington, the directors of the Central 
Union Mission will launch a city- 
wide campaign tonight at a dinner 
in the ball room of the City Club for 
the purpose of freeing the mission from 
indebtedness. 

Its work among the destitute people 
of the District handicapped by an an- 
nual interest payment of $3,000, the 
Ministerial Council of 26 Washington 
pastors adopted a resolution urging the 
churches to give their support to the 
movement to pay off the $54,710 mort- 
gage that still remains on the new 
men’s building at 613 C street north- 
west. More than 300 workers and 
nearly as many friends of the mis- 
sion, recruited from every walk of life, 
will attend tonight’s rally at 6 o’clock. 

William W. Everett, vice president 
and general manager of Woodward & 
Lothrop’s, as chairman of the advisory 
committee, will sound the campaign 
keynote as the principal speaker. A 
separate organization representing the 
Mount Vernon Place M. E. Church 
South is taking part in the campaign. 

Besides Mr. Everett, other speakers 
on the program are Superintendent 
John S Bennett and E. N. Huntress, 
campaign director. A promise was 
made by Edward H. De Groot, Jjr., presi- 
dent of the mission’s board of directors, 
that the raising of the amount of 
the indebtedness at this time would 
“take the mission out of the campaign 
business forever.” 

During the ten days of the drive 
daily luncheon meetings will be held 
at the City Club, the first report from 
the teams being scheduled for Mon- 
day at 12:30 o'clock.

Georgetown Athletes Excel 
Classmates in School Work 


EORGETOWN University athletes 
competing in five out of the 
eight branches of sports con- 

ducted by the institution stand higher 
in studies than do nonathletes, it is 
revealed in an investigation of scholas- 
tic conditions conducted by Director of 
Athletics Lou Little at the request of 
the National Collegiate Association and 
the Carnegie Institute which is con- 
ducting a nation-wide survey. 

Compilation of the data is expected 
to refute the general impression that 
athletes rank lower in studies than 
noncompeting students in American 
colleges. 

Golfers rank highest among .the ath- 
letes and members of the rifle, tennis, 
baseball and basketball teams also are 
among the honor list, but students on 
the track, boxing ad football teams 


rank slightly below» monathletes in 
scholastic standing. ~ 


In two of the three classes whose 
students are eligible for varsity sports. 
the outstanding member of the class in 
studies is an athlete. William Wim- 
satt, of the track team, is the leading 


scholar in the senior class and Joe 
Gardner, probable quarterback of next 
fall’s eleven, holds the same distinction 
in the junior class. 

Certified accountants have. deter- 
mined from the data submitted by Mr. 
Little that the general average of non- 
athletes is 79 per cent. Golfers have 
attained an average of 82 per cent. The 
other teams rate as follows: Rifle, 82 
per cent; tennis, 82 per cent; baseball, 
80 per cent: basketball, 79.3 per cent, 
track, 78,per cent; boxing and football, 
77 per cent. In the year’s work it was 
found that nonathletes rated higher. 
but oda pare 9p in examinat lons ‘by 
competing, s students.

Maryland Racing Conditions 


Conduct of Tracks Praised by May. E. Brooke 
Lee—Notes Popularity of Laurel Under 
Supervision of “Cy”? Cummings. 


HE healthy condition of thorough- 
bred racing as conducted in Mary- 
land was extolled yesterday by 

Maj. E. Brooke Lee, speaker of the Mary- 
land Legislature, who with more than 
150 persons of Maryland's official fam- 
ily, including Gov. Albert C, Ritchie, 
was the guest at Columbia Country 
Club of Andrew J. (Cy) Cummings, 
president of the Maryland State Fair 
Association, which sponsors racing at 
Laurel each fall. 

“Horse racing as exemplified by the 


| various tracks in Maryland might well 
| be 


taken as a model for its conduct 
country-wide,” Maj. Lee declared in the 
chief address of the luncheon which 
was coincident with the tour of the 
western part of the State by the official 


| Maryland party. 


Himself a former member of the 
Maryland Legislature for four terms and 
a prominent officeholder in Maryland 


| public life, Mr. Cummings was signally 


praised for his regime as head of the 
Association and 


there under his supervision. 


“Racing in Maryland owes much to 
‘Cy’ Cummings,” Maj. Lee declared in 
reviewing the development of the sport 
not only at the Laurel track but State- 
wide. “With his unswerving loyalty to 
the best interests of racing and in 
keeping the sport free from every taint 
of scandal, Mr. Cummings has earned 
the gratitude of every devotee of the 
game. It has been the personal super- 
vision of racing by such men as he 
that has contributed greatly to the 
high regard which is held for the con- 
duct of racing in Maryland.” 


Although a Marylander born, Mr. 
Cummings is well known in Washing- 
ton political, social and sport circles, 
having been a member of varsity foot- 
ball and baseball teams at Georgetown 
University in his college days and an 
ardent follower of horse racing, dogs 
and athletics of all kinds, both in the 
District of Columbia and his native 
State. A man of great stature, 6 feet 4 
inches tall, and weighing 280 pounds, 
Mr. Cummings has been a notable fig- 
ure in the conduct of public events 
here.

New York, May.31 (A.P.).—The usual 
month-end atmosphere of hesitancy 
and the maintenance of high money 
rates combined to keep the bond mar- 
ket quiet today. Only in the indus- 
trial group, where two motor company 
obligations and a few convertibles at- 
tracted some demand, were any marked 
changes noticeable. Utilities showed a 
slightly firmer tone. 

Dodge Brothers debenture 6s moved 
to a new top, at 99, on buying en- 
couraged by recent announcement of 
the Chrysler-Dodge merger, but in late 
trading eased off to slightly above 96. 
Pierce Arrow 8s attracted buying in ex- 
péctation that merger negotiations with 
the Jordan Motor Car Co. would be suc- 
cessful, closing up about 2 points net. 

A few convertibles also moved to 
higher ground, among them Kayser & 
Co. 512s and Anaconda Copper 7s. Na- 
tional Dairy Products 5148 were among 
the many industrials under pressure, 
selling off more than a point. 

Most of the rails were soft, with IIli- 
nois Central 614s showing a further 
loss of 3 points. New York tractions 
became suddenly firm, Third Avenue 
adjustment 5s and some Interborough 
Rapid Transit issues gaining nearly 2 
points. 

The foreign list was steady, but had 
its soft spots. Latin-American issues 
were inclined to heaviness, possibly 
on reports that additional Latin- Amer- 
ican financing is expected shortly. 

United States Government obliga- 
tions were mixed, with the Liberties 
showing the greater tenacity in cling- 
ing to\ previous levels. Treasury obli- 
gations felt the pressure of liquidation.

Transactions involving check pay- 
ments in Washington during May were 
the greatest for any May in the his- 
tory of the Washington Clearing House 
Association, $123,796,402.55. It was an 
increase of $3,776,515.25 over April, and 
a gain of $2,945,907.15 over May a 
year ago. 

While the backward season has re- 
tarded the business of the bulk of the 
retail merchants and speciality shops,

total for the first five months in 1926 it

Net income of the Chesapeake & Po- 
tomac Telephone Co. in April, which 
totaled $151,454, showed an increase 
of $2,721 over April, 1927, according to 
reports of operations filed with the 
Public Utilities Commission.
